In an interview conducted Dec. 21, 1999, Attorney Sachar contended that the recapture rule 
does not apply for the reason that although claims 12 and 30 have been broadened in some 
respects, the claims have been narrowed in that the frames for the printer and scanner have been 
described as being different. The claims have been presented to narrow the claims in a material 
aspect ad to present limitations which were not present in the parent case. Applicant also stressed 
MPEP 1412.02 and In re Clement . 45 USPQ 2d 1 161 (CAFC 1997).
